Roast ox, bananas on birch’ trees, 
an excellent address by Congressman 
J. J. Esch and a laughable game of 
indoor baseball between the Freeport 
and the local team was the general 
order of the program at Dresden’s 
park yesterday where the Board of 
Trade barbecue was held. 
The attendance was not as large 
as expected and was perhaps some­ 
what due to the threatening weather 
during the morning, but a large num­ 
ber of merchants who should have 
given the event support 
were 
not 
present. 


Attendance W as Stingy 


One of the discouraging features of 
the day was -the small 
attendance, 
there being only about 30a 
people 
present, when crowds double that size 
and even larger had been provided 
for. 
As a result the barbecue will be 
a failure financially, though R. S. Reid 
is not yet able to estimate the deficit 
owing to the fact that the bills are not 
yet all in. 
Had the stores closed as 
expected, it is safe to assume 
that 
from 1,000 to 1,500 people would have 
been present. 
The largest number went up on the 
steamer Fountain City 
and 
barge 
about I o’clock, arriving a little beofre 


2 o'clock, and dinner wras served to 
them at once, each helping himself, 
after which the address by Congress­ 
man J. J. Esch, which was the fea­ 
ture of the program, was delivered. 
The address received much applause, 
and would have done credit to a much 
larger audience. 
Mat. Esch spoke in glowing terms of 
the great possibilities of 
industrial 
and progressive La Crosse which in 
spite of many setbacks 
has 
been 
steadily coming to the front. 
The spoke chiefly 
of 
the 
three 
stages Alf modes of transportation and 
their effect in building up La Crosse 
as a commercial center with 
great 
shipping facilties, by water, by rail, 
and mads. 
He pointed out howr the 
city must eventually 
profit by the 
large amount of commerce which will 
pass here. on the Mississippi after the 
completion of the Isthmian canal. 
The first stage about which the con­ 
gressman spoke was the boat or ca­ 
noe period of the history of W iscon­ 
sin which was already developing at 
the time other historical events were 
taking place along the Atlantic coast, 
H'e described the explorations made 
m d of the boat or canoe as the only 
method 
of transportation, as there 
w'ere yet no roads, and he showed 
that Wisconsin certainly had history 
made in this way. 
In the second stage he showed how 
the wagons and 
prairie 
schooners 
were the next method of transporta­ 
tion and that La Crosse as a gateway 
city was passed through by a large 
number of these western 
caravans 
which opened the conutry to the civ­ 
ilization of the west. 
He then spoke of the 
steamboat 
stage, when boats began to ply be­ 
tween St. Paul and St. Louis,* and 
he carried this mode of transportation 
up to the present time when the traf­ 
fic has fallen off on account of the 
railroad com petitor 
He showed nev­ 
ertheless than the cost of shipping by 
water was much cheaper than by rail 
and that the railroads could not begin 
to compete.

imens of meteoric fragments, which 
often are all that reaches the earth 
from the huge bodies. 
“There arc three classes of m eteors” 
said Mr. Ward, "classified according 
to the amount of metallic substance 
in its makings, and that is distributed 
evenly over the surface; the siderolite 
has about an even mixture of stone 
and metal, with the iron in a sponge­ 
like formation, the pores lilied with 
the stone. 
The siderite is the iron 
meteorite. 
“There is a pretty theory in regard 
to this series of formations, although 
there is not much upon which to base 
it. 
However, some astronomers think 
that there is only one kind of mctero- 
ite; that in moving through the at­ 
mosphere all the iron or metal gravi­ 
tates to the center! leaving the stony 
foundation on the outside, and the 
more even mixture of stone and iron 
between the two."

Showers of Meteors are 
to be Visible This Month 


Astronomers and others interested 
in meteorology will soon he <*11 the 
lookout for 
showers and 
meteors, 
which are scheduled to appear early 
in August. 
Probably from Aug. 10 to 


J 4 large numbers of these fiery bodies 
will appear in the heavens. 
Although 
on almost any clear night meteors 
may be seen, still the early parts of 
the months of August and November 
bring forth the large groups, known 
as “showers ” 
According to Ikenry L. Ward, di­ 
rector of the Milwaukee museum, and 
an authority on 
m e t e o r s , the reason 
for the appearance of the bodies in 
August and November more than o th ­ 
er months is because at th o s e .times 
the orbit of the meteors—for 
they 
have an orbit as surely as planets— 
crosses that of the earth, in some par­ 
ticular place, each year. 
This a great­ 
er number of the meteors are brought 
into view at oqe time. 
“ Meteors can be seen on any clear 
night, 
said Mr. \ \ ard. 
“The greater 
numbers, however, conn* early in Aug-. 
list and November. 
In former years 
the August showers were not con­ 
sidered so important by the astron­ 
omers as those which occurred in the 
Carli. 
The November showers were 
scheduled to occur, 
however, only 
once every thirty-three years. 
“ \\ lien a meteor gets within the at­ 


mosphere of the earth, one or two 
things are sure t<> happen. 
Either 
it is broken up by intense burning or 
is disintegrated mechanically because 
of the friction encountered.” 
According to MV. Ward, the m et­ 
eors, as soon as they touch the earth 
are called “meteorites.” 
Only 700 of 
these bodies have been recorded by 
scientists as ever reaching the earth. 
I hey are of course, the larger meteors 
a- the smaller ones would be con­ 
a m e d by the heat before they struck 
earth. 
Mr. W ard was asked if there was 
any evil consequences to the earth 
because of those bodies falling. 
I here would be no serious results 
to the earth, that I know of.” Mr. 
W ard replied, “hut there might be 
evil consequences if any person or 
building was in the wav when they 
fell. 
"Considering their great velocity— 
twenty-eight 
miles 
a 
second—the 
force with y h ich they strike objects 


on the earth is remarkably mild. The 
meteorites seem to play the pneumatic 
cushion game: they concentrate so 
much heated air before them, in their 
passage 
through 
the 
atmosphere, 
which offers a great resistance to their 
speed. 
I have known a meteorite to 
strike against a 
piece of ice, only 
three or four inches thick, and re-
